The following directions are sub- 
mitted for your guidani e: 

[. Tickets at the regular one-way 
tariff •fare for the going Journey must 

be obtained on any of the following 
dates (but not on any other date) 
July 19th to 25th inclusive. Be sure 
that, when purchasing your going 
ticket, you request a Certificate Plan 
CERTIFICATE from ticket agent. 
Do not make the mistake of asking 
for a "receipt." 

2. Present yourself at the railroad 
station for ticket and certificate at 
least thirty minutes before departure 
of train on which you begin your 
journey. 

3. Certificates are not kept at all 
stations. It is suggested that you in- 
quire a your home station and as- 
certain whether or not agent can issue 
through ticket and certificate to place 
of meeting. If not, the agent will 
inform you of the nearest station at 
which they can be obtained. In such 
case, you should purchase a local 
ticket to the station which has certifi- 
cates in stock and from there buy a 
through ticket to place of meeting and 
at the same time ask for and secure a 
"Certificate Plan Certificate." 

4. Immediately on your arrival at 
the meeting, present your certificate 
to the endorsing officer, Mr. F. A. 
Moore, Secretary-Treasurer, as the 
reduced fare for the return journey 
will not apply unless the certificate is 
properly endorsed by him and vali- 
dated by a Railroad Special Agent as 
provided for by the certificate. 

5. Arrangements have been made 
for validation of certificates by a 
Special Agent of the carriers on July 
25th to 28th, inclusive, provided such 
certificate*, or a combination of such 
certificates and round-trip tickets, 
held by members of the organization 
and dependent members of their fami- 
lies, issued under following conditions, 
aggregate not less than 100.

Through the ardent and patient 

of Mr. Emerson Romero, Con- 
I '.ridge has taken a firm hold on 
the- deal. Prior to last November 
16th, to-be exact, Contract Bridge was 
played by only a handful of deaf 
people in the metropolitan section, and 

Duplicate was never even heard of. 

Mr Romero started the Dactyl 
Club at the Hotel Heacon last fall 
and had regular weekly meetings. 
The game ot Duplicate Contract prov- 
ed so popular, that alter the final 
session of the Dactyl Club, the Deal 
Mutes Union League started a shorter 
tourney of their own and acquired 
Mr. Romero's services to act as the 
Director. This met with maiked suc- 
cess, and a large attendance turned out 
every week. 

Mr. John N. Funk was aware of the 
growing n^^ularity of Duplicate Con- 
tract among the deaf and promptly 
hired Mr. Romero to direct the 
N. A. D. tourney at the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania on Tuesday evening, July 
24th, at 7:30 p.m. 

Mr. Romero has devoted a great 
deal of his time to teach the numerous 
deaf people who wanted to learn to 
play this new, fascinating game which 
had taken the hearing world by 
storm. He has given the deaf the 
benefits Of his experience with well- 
known hearim* olayers and in his two 
years of actual competition around the 
Metropolitan district in tourney, has 
won about twenty-two cups, trophies, 
etc. 

At first Mr. Romero had some dif- 
ficulty teaching the deaf because of his 
inability to converse in the sign- 
language, although he has been stone 
deal since the age of six. He had 
been brought up in the hearing world, 
having attending hearing schools and 
i 1 - a graduate of Lafayette College. 
His ability to read the lips and his 
almost perfect speech has enabled him 
to hold his own with the hearing and 

he has been with the federal Reserve 
Rank of New York foi seven years. 

He is a Junior Statistician in the 
Statistic al Department. 

Seeing that he was unable to help 

the deal inasii-i the game because of 

his own inability to use the signs, 
Mr. Romero promptly set to work 

learning all the signs that were oeces
